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INTRODUCTION. 


Past and Present Censuses . — The Census of 1921 whs the fifth taken in the 
Central India Agency and the third in which information was collected exactly 
ns in British India, the Agency Census Report forming part of the India 
Scries. 

The 18th March 1921 wus the day fixed for the final enumeration, this day 
bemg specially selected us one generally free from alt disturbing causes such as 
eclipses, religious fairs and the like. 

2. General Arrangements ,—The arrangement, 1 ) for the Census were the same 
as those of 1911 and as the people have now become familiar with what is to he 
done when a census is taken, no trouble was experienced, The Administrative 
Volume gives a full account of each stage of the operations and they will not he 
referred to here. The Preliminary Enumeration took place on the 15th January 

♦ 1921 L villages arid on the 15th February in towns, being completed on loth 
February and 1st March respectively. 

3. Census , — The filial Census was carried out on the 18th March 1921 at mid¬ 
night, except in a few jungle tracts in Uewa (Gopadbanas, Deosnr, Sorifigpur 
and Bandhognrh), Rathim (Bajna), Jhnbua (excepting 39 villages and 5 Kailway 
Stations), Barwnni (excepting about 2 Parganas) and A lira j pur (excepting urban 
areas). 

The Provisional lotahs were despatched to the Census Commissioner for 
India on 24th March 1921. The first totals received were those of the little State 
of Santa, those of Panna being the last. 

The di Here nee between these rapidly computed totals and the final figure 
was only 1,763 or 30 persons in 10.000. In 1911 the difference was 40 ill 10,000. 

4. Itailtcays and Guaranteed Estates ,—On the present occasion the entire 
Railway lands were included in the local civil units and were not dealt with in¬ 
dependently As on former occasions. All Guaranteed Estates wore included in 
the Census Charge ol the State concerned imd had no separate existence as former¬ 
ly. 

5. Special Gatherings or Fairs. — There were two special gatherings on the 
Census night, one was on account of fchivmtri at Kbajraha in the Chhatarpur 
State and the other was at Oar hat in the Khilchipur State. Special arrange* 
merits were made for the enumeration of persons collected at these places. 

6. Attitude of the Public . — The attitude of the people was all that could be 
desired and no signs of non-co-operation were met with. 

7. Industrial Census. —As bi 1911 a special industrial schedule was issued 
separately from the ordinary Census, which dealt with all establishments employ¬ 
ing 19 or mote persons and not, as iri 1911, those with 20 and over. 

As it would have interfered with the ordinary Census the date far making 
over these schedules to the Agents or Managers of Establishments was fixed for 
the 1st February 19*21 and for their return she 1st March 1921, The schedules 
were filled up with reference to the conditions on ft normal day selected by Owners 
or Managers, In Central India large scale industry is almost entirely confined 
to Indore City and the Indore Durbar took a very great interest in these industrial 
enotunes. It issued a special Schedule of its own containing the most detailed 
and exhaustive enquiries. The results of the enquiries have been embodied by 1 
the Durbar in a most interesting separate volume. 

8. Report. — This Report is, I am but too well aware, essentially dull ; it 
deals only with Census Statistics and makes no incursions into the realms of re¬ 
ligion and ethnology’', which lit up earlier discussions, and, as remarked below, 
even the discussions given serve no useful end. It has been my privilege to con¬ 
duct three enumerations in the Central India Agency, in 1901, 1911 and 1921. 
On the first occasion I assumed charge only a short time before the actual census 
day. I found that the arrangements made dealt over fully with the Agency 
figures and very scantily with those of the States, It was too late to disturb the 
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existing arrangemaofs but the defect whs hs far m possibk remedied by issuing 
h scrips of State pamphlets. 

hi UHL I made an attempt to abolish the Report, but though this whs not 
sanctioned the Agent to the Governor General agreed to the reduction of the 
tables giving Agency figures, and thig enabled the whole Report and tables to 
be ittcluded in one Vohime t a greats saving. 

But this is not in my opinion sufficient. 1 am unable to see what is gained 
by the Report m the Central India Agency, [t is merely throwing money away. 
The figures as i^ornbineft for the Central India Agency mean nothing, They must 
admittedly be combined in order to give the Gemma Commissioner fur India the 
totals be needs, but to waste rime and money m elaborate diaCflAkm on them 
is clearly futile. I transcribe below the gist of a note sent in October 1920 to 
the Census Commissioner for India on this subject os i consider t he question should 
be earn fully weighed in I93L

Dbotusrion of the Central India figures appear* to me to bo analogoits to a compamon of. 
say, the arbitrarily combined figures of several email Gennarj States with Prussia. 

I would* therefore, have no 11 Report " h nt dll on Central India, but devote more attention 
to the State reports. All that is required for Contra! India b a small volume containing Pro- 
vindal Tabled giving leading statistics for the States and administered areas. 

From my own experience m a Political Agent and that of other Political Agents whom 1 
have specially commlted, I cup confidently atate that no one ever looks at the Report or jta 
figures m they are not of any practical use. 

The few Provincial Tobies included in it which give figures for States and tid miniate red 
areas are alone useful ; Agency figures are unless, f attach the forma of the Provincial Table*

Area unit Boundaries. —The Central India Agency ns constituted in 1921 i* 
m irregularly formed tract lying in two sections, the Western between 21 22 
ami 24°-47 r North and 74°~0' aud 78°-50 f East and the Eastern tract between 
22-38'aud 2(1-19' North and 78-10' and 83’-0' East. 

The area of political control known ns the Central India Agency has since 
1911 undergone s notable modification by the excision of the Gwalior State, which 
originally formed one third of its area. This exddou was made in pursuance of 
the policy by which all important Slates arc now placed n closer communication 
with live Government of India, and in recognition of the right of this great State 
to rank with Others of the first importance and of the pre-eminent services ren¬ 
dered by ils ruler to the Government of India. 

The transfer of so large a proportion of any urea must always exercise a 
serious effect on the census figures. In this case, moreover, the excision of 
Gwalior has specially important results owing to the fact that, except for the 
Eastern political charges, of Baffholkhnnd and Bunddkhand, its territories are 
inextricably intermingled with those of Central India as now constituted. On 
the other hand the synchronization of the Census with the excision (which had 
been foreseen} enabled the separation (or the purposes of enumeration to be made 
from the outset. 

rea is given in the marginal table. It is thus somewhat 
smaller than Greece us now constituted (54,000 square 
miles). The adjustment of internal areas is still a matter 
of great difficulty owing to the lack of complete surveys, 
the desire to ini]ate the size of possessions and the fre¬ 
quent omission in State Surveys of the areas of feudatories and of waste and 
forest lands.

forms and adequacy of the administrative arrangements, bused as they all are 
on personal rule, are almost as varied as the areas. 


4 A ni tiro} Diei&owi .— l he excision of iIwalior has caused a revision of the 
Natural Divisions dealt with, fa I Hill and IDll the Natural Divisions were 
three: (I) 'Plateau, that is, the Highland area, lying in Mnlwa to the West of the 
Agency. (2) the Low lying, comprised in Northern Gwalior and in the two Eastern 
political charges, (3) i lie Hilly, or rough tracts which follow the mountain ranges. 
The disappearance of Gwalior removes a large portion, of each of the two first 
natural divisions dealt with on the last occasion. This reduction in the total 
area made it advisable to reduce the Natural Divisions to two, viz., Central India 
West comprising the former Plateau division with such hilly land as lies on this 
side and Central India East comprising the former Lowlying area and the Eastern 
hilly tracts. That these divisions are unsatisfactory cannot Ire gainsaid. It 
means that no allowance is made for the rough hilly tracts in which the population 
*» markedly different and the density much lower than the rest of the division, 
while it confounds the fertile with the forest, area. <>u the other hand it givgs 

two tracts approximately equal in area and population, 
ft fails, for instance, to distinguish Barwaui ami Alimjpur 
whoso population is mainly that of the jungle tribes and

luldng the two Natural Divisions now under consideration we find that the 
Western tract is the more civilised. It is traversed by railways and roads, it 
contains 32 of the towns in Central India while of the 111 in Eastern Central India, 
eleven owe their predominance to being the capitals of States. Only one line 
crosses Eastern Central India while j mother skirts it and r oads are few. A latent 
conservatism on the part, of the Killers in this tract is largely responsible for neglect 
of the mineral wealth litre which fur exceeds that in Western Central India. Iu 
time to come its exploitat ion will equalise if it di>c:s not reverse the present state 
of affairs. The dimate and fertility are also distinctive in each tract. Western 
Central India has u more equitable climate than Eastern Central India while its 
soil requires Jess artificial irrigation. 

Generally, therefore, Western Central India shows the presence of a mom 
progressive spirit than Eastern Central India.

5. Statistics for area and population will be found in Imperial Table I for 
the Agency and its constituent political charges and in Provincial Table I for the 
principal administrative unite/the States and Estates. No figures for political 
charges are given after Table VI Proportion a 1 Tables arc given at the end of 
this Chapter, The total area of the Central India Agoncv, including the isolated 
State of Khan i ad buna (area OS-00 and population 10.703) is now 5L531-3 square 
miles the population numbering 5,007.028. The population dealt with in this 
report ns that returned by the Census. II; was synchronously enumerated on the 
mght of March 18th except for certain jungle tracts in Eewa and the Bhil country 
(generally speaking the actual numbers may be taken as correct, the record of 
other details such us castes, religion, etc,, is necessarily leas accurate. The popu¬ 
lation of Central India is little affected by movement, the people being notably 
u ; stay-at-home community, the foreign clement present being mainly arti¬ 
ficially imported groups which form military garrisons. The figures may be taken 
to be as accurate as is possible, the enumerating agency and other local idiosyn- 
t r.i- ji > icing duly considered. No deliberate opposition due to non-cooperators 
was observed within the area. The Provisional totals and the final figures varied 
by only l ( 7t>3 or 0-U3 per cent, of the population.

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8. The Decade ]!tj i-lQ2l . —This decade has been one of genera] prosperity 
on the whole, though some scarcity was felt in 1011-12 in the hilly tracts in the 
South of Western Central India. In HU 3, 1918 and 1920 Eastern Central India 
suffered more or less severely from shortage of rain and the harvest of 1918-10 
was a failure in llatlaxn, Sail on a and the West generally though it was good in 
Bhopal. But the previous prosperous year had raised the resisting power of the 
people and no dangerous famine conditions ensued, the control of food export 
between 1918 and January 1921 assisting. Blague accounted for about 40,000 
deaths in 1911-20 of which only 2,000 occurred in Eastern Central India. Bhopal 
Citj'j with its large Musabnaa population and strict pur da suffered severely 
having over 160,000 recorded deaths between 1913-16. Bui vital statistics arc 
an absolutely unreliable that these figuies must he looked on more as indicators 
of an epidemic than us giving any real record of tlie actual number of deaths. 

9- We come next to the Influenza epidemic of 1918. It is necessary to describe 
this in detail. Even in British India where far more efficient arrangements were 
feasible the deat h roll was enormous. In States, many with scattered units of 
area, less efficient machinery, and what there was almost paraffzcd by the epidemic, 
few railways and! roads and many jungle tracts, the impossibility of reaching the 
hick was greatly accentuated. The Central Provinces returned 6 per cent, of its 
people as killed l>v this disease and in Central India 6 per cent, was estimated, 
that is, between 4 and 5 hundred .thousand deaths but it may have been higher 
and certainly the proportion in the leas civilised tracts was much higher. Baghel- 
khand returned 200,000deaths or over 11 per cent, of the population; 90 per cent, 
of the population is intimated to have been attacked. The disease which spared 
neither high nor Inw claimed the Maharaja of Hewn as a victim while its effect on 
the birth rate was nrrentuated by the liability of pregnant women to be attacked. 
The record of deaths as obtained is certainly below the truth. 
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6 CHAPTER r.—CTSTBIUOTION AND MOVEMENT OP POPULATION, 

10, Vital statistics arc not reliable and lienee these figures must be viewed 
with caution, but at any rate tltev disclose an abnormal state of tilings. The war 
on the other ham! hud no material effect on the death rate. The population of 
Central India doesiuot fight and most of the recruits sent from within its limits 
were north of JiuJia men subsidized to go. by certain States. 

H On the other hand high prices prevailed here as elsewhere in India, and 
indeed the whole world over. These high prices have generally speaking never 
fallen, at any rate not materially, in spite of the prohibition of export by almost 
nil the States. Wheat and Jo war form the staple food stuffs, Bajra and Maize 
are subsidiary. 
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No signs of any great fall are yet visible f 1922) so that a genera) rise of about 
J no per cent, has taken place in the cost of living. Other articles have risen with it, 
and it is Interesting to note that the effect has not., as one might have feared 
been disastrous. Wages adjusted themselves to the new conditions us may 1 m? 
seen in the annexed table. 
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Another factor which assisted the labourer was the excess of demand over 
supp y and it is clear that the prevailing low density is a serious hindrance to the 
development of Central India, The farmer has to pay enhanced wages and does 
not. as a rule, get the full liencfit of enhanced prices which should balance fids 
owing to his indebtedness t» the local Banin, though in the case of cotton more 
substantial profit was reaped. The trading classes on the other hand made very 
large prolits. The pensioner, the 1 Jovomment employe and other salaried servant* 
whose earnings were fixed, suffered most and many households formerly in easy 
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circumstances were obliged to give up keeping servants, the work devolving w hotlv 
on the Indies of the family. 

To smell States in particular this groat rise in the cost; of everything has 
provot! ft s'OTrouti blow, For some years the gradual rise in the cost of adminis- 

ras °i r** >LGn u I' o!l as the increase in living has made it extremely 

dmuult for them to obtain officials, on such pay as they can afford, a difficulty 
wind! the recent enhancement of all salaries in British' India has suddenly ne- 
cent.uated. Jvven some of the larger States are feeling the strain and though a 
few have shown increased incomes the increased expenditure has, as a rule, more 
tha n balanced the rise. 


l2 - There is little or no chance of wages falling below the present level while 
they are almost sure to rise in the next decade und lienee it is difficult to see how 
all but t rie wealthiest Darlmrs are to maintain even their present level of adminis- 
trative efficiency, since in most eases there Is no opening for an increase in i heir 
revenues, In addition to this considerable extraordinary demands on the purees 

‘Uhrs for philanthropic and other objects have of late years bee omo very 
numerous. Government service is also to a great extent losing its position 
industrial concerns offering higher wages and better openings. Hence, generally 
speaking, any emii advance in the administrative efficiency of any but the lar gest 
States during the nod decade is likely to be seriously hindered by the generally 
high cost of living and it in probable that smaller States will deteriorate in this 
respect Co-operation between States might effect much but the desire to Uve in 
splendid isolation combined with tlie survival of jntorsUtal prejudices which have 
come down from early days piakee any 1 u»|k^ of its general extension impracticable. 
An expert adviser on Kxcise questions bus proved of immense value to the States 
and an Agncultoral adviser uml an ttdtlrationaJ adviser, also common to the State 
will, it is hoped, shortly become realised facts. 

Indore City is becoming increasingly important us an indust rial centre and the 
produce I rust at Bhopal will, it is hoped, muter hilly benefit that State economi¬ 
cally by increasing means of communication and developing industry and com¬ 
merce. Capital, however, is required and it is obvious that if will sooner or later 
be necessary to go beyond State limits for tinbut before this cun be freely done 
it ia essential that a greater feeling of reliance should be created amongst the invest- 
mg public as to the Imam ml security of commercial enterprises in States, where 
ilie administration is still based on personal rule, than at. present exists. It, tnav 
however, be noted that the commercial prosperity of Indore city ia self-made ; 
it is independent of State subsidy or oven, encouragement being initiated and 
controlled by expert business men who obtained the capital independently So 
far State aided or initiated schemes have not proved very successful. 


13. Vital Statistics —These are not reliable as yet although individually 
considerable advance has been made in some States in respect of their collection 

The marginal table gives the Births and Dentils as 
recorded since lit II, 

The figures show the balance of ,deaths as 1 ( 17,458 
which exceeds the decrease shown by the Census, 
ns., 131,tum. The figure for 1918 distinctly discloses 
the effects of influenza. The death record'is always 
more accurate than that for births of which probably 
fc “" 1,w ! " n per cent, are notified. Yet, except for 
19! ff, births everywhere exceed deaths, 
again shows a restored balance in favour 
More than this it would be inadvisable 
from these figures. The failure of the 
1921 in showing a progressive movemeut 
m due mainly, no doubt, to tin* serious epidemic of in IS, but is also, in no small 
degree attributable to the fact that the Central India figures do not deal with a 
homogeneous administrative mm but with numerous units exhibiting every vuric 1 v 
of administrative vicissitude. 3 ' 3 
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14, Subsidiary Table* I and II .—The variation since the last decade amounts 
to « decrease of 22 per thousand of population for the 
Agency. The political charges, except Bundelkhand and 
Baghdkhand show a rise, that in the Southern States being 
tile largest. This Agency, which consists mainly of jungle 
tracts, invariably shows a large increase, the Bhils even after 
epidemics or famines being prolific. Of the two Natural 
Divisions the Eastern shows a fall of SI per t housand and the 
Western an increase of 42. As regards density the figures 
for 1921 differ but slightly from those of 1911 but more from 
those of 1901, when the Agency, especially in the Western 
section, had just passed through the first real famine which 
had fallen upon this favoured tract within the memory of 
in:in. No artificial stimulants have arisen to increase the 
population except the spontaneous rise of Indore city into 
an industrial centre. 

IS. llou&es .—The same definition of a house was fol¬ 
lowed as in 1901, vis ., . 

A house for the Census purposes is defined as follows:— 



(t) Any structure other than a dwelling house, such as tent, pavilion, 
temple, serai, or n site, camping gruund, ghat, etc., to which a 
separate number has been affixed. 


(«) The dwelling place of one commensal family with its dependants and 
resident servants having an independent entrance, whether that 
entrance be from a road, galkuy, balcony, corridor, courtyard or 
otherwise. 
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10. Provincial /inures, — A brief survey of the figures for administrative unite 
(that in, the States) will here be made. Of the States Indore with an area of 9,500 
square miles shows a rise of 95 per mills of population as compared with 163 per 
mille in 191! and has a density of 121, If, however, we subtract the figures for 
Indore city the density becomes 111 per square mile. Of the districts Indore includ¬ 
ing the city, Residency and Mhow shows the greatest increase, vis., 251, per mille; if 
we omit the city the increase becomes 9! per mille. The greatest density (omittlu" 
Alampurji Ls that of the Indore district winch after eJimbuiling Indore city is i60 pet 
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square mile, Alampur, the isolate! area tying in Bttnclelkhsnd, in spite of the 

absence of any towns, shows a density of 395 per square 
mile; in 1911 it was 420. Bhopal with an area of (1,900 
square miles has a density of 100, its highest density 
being 127 in the Northern Xizauwt which includes Bhopal 
city, without the city'it becomes 93 only. The remaining 
States in Western Central India are small, The variation 
and density of the more important are given in the marginal 
table. In the Eastern section Itewa with an area of 
13,000 square miles shows a decrease of 75 per miJle> the 
density being 108 per square mile. The density of the 
districts lying on the fertile tracts is high. 
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The remaining States in this section give figures as below :— 
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Large tracts in Parma and Ajaigarh are jungle areas which help to reduce the 
density in those areas.

Thr l*<i|tiiliitioii »t Cities. Towns anil I illumes. 

17. The Imperial Tables III, IV am) V ami the Subsidiary Tables at the 
end of this Chapter deal with towns and villages. 

There arc no cities in Central India as yet, though Indore is rapidly rising to 
that status, its population being about 6.000 below the necessary lakh. Bhopal 
and Ratlam are, as on previous occasions, treated as cities lor local reasons. 

The definitions of a town, city and village are given below;—» 

Town includes :— 

m 

(1) Every municipality. 

(2) All civil lines not included within municipal limits, 

{3} Every Cantonment. 

(4) Every other continuous collection of houses, inhabited by not less than 
6,000 persons, which the Provincial Superintendent shall; in consul¬ 
tation with the State Census Officer, decide to treat as a town for 
CensusI purposes. In States, where there are uo mimicipalities, this 
definition will have to be extensively applied. 

City means:— 

<i} Every town containing not less than 100,060 inhabitants, 

(2) Any other town which the Provincial Superintendent, with the sanction 
of the Local Administration, or at the request of the State, may 
decide to treat as a city for Census purposes. 

Municipalities arc Bpringing up on all sides in the States but beyond the name 
arc not in most cases municipalities as we understand it but a sort of town depart¬ 
ment mainly, if not wholly, supported by the State. 

Village .—Where there has been a recent survey, and the revenue village (or 
i/nwt) is a weJl recognised unit with definite boundaries, it is clearly desirable to 
take this area as the Census village. (The whole par yaw or tuhsil being parcelled 
out into such villages including hamlets, of which a complete list is kept at head¬ 
quarters ; the adoption of this definition obviates all risk of any houses in any 
portion of the par yam or talml being overlooked). 

Where no survey has taken place the area ordinarily recognised for revenue 
purposes whs adhered to for Census purposes, all hamlets being included in the 
parent village, 

The Census village corresponds to the revenue village—hamlets being included 
within it. Correct village lists, which were difficult to obtain in 1901 and loll, 
lire now* easily obtained, the efforts made in. those enumerations and the village 
lists then published having awakened a sense of the need lor such lists. 

The ordinary rural village with its well defined boundaries is too well known 
to require description. In the jungle tracts, villages often cover large areas 
extending in some cases to miles, owing to the rooted objection some jungle tribes 
have of iiving close beside a neighbour. 

Villages with a population of under 560, as usual, predominate (19.200). 
those between 500 and 1.000 (1900) coming next while only 500 have over 1 000 
inhabitants. Compared with 1911 the effects of the excision of Gwalior State 
are noticeable. The villages of 2,000-5,006 have fallen by 47 per cent and n f 
1 , 000 - 2,000 by 42 pet cent. w 
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Of the total population 580 per ini tie live in villages of under 500 population, 
385 in those of 500 to 2,000; then a big fall occurs, only 54 Living in villages of 
2,000 to 5,000. 

The Natural Divisions now employed almost entirely oh sc lire t lie issue when 
dealing with villages. Thus the large jungle tracts now included in the Eastern 
section lower the average village population from 310 in 1011 to 273 and to a 
lesser extant in the Western section also. II we tube a jungle area proper we 
get- 
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18. As already remarked there are no cities, strictly speaking, in the Central 
India Agency, hut Indore, Bhopal and Ratlam are so treated For local statistics 
and are dealt with in the 8 tat© reports concerned. It may. however, be remarked 
that Indore has persistently groan. The low figure for J 011 was due to an epidemic 
of plague during the enumeration aud the consequent exodus. This town is 
increasing ui importance every year ns an industrial centre end attracts many 
outsiders, the foreign born numbering *15 per cent. Alt hough nft epidemic disturbed 
the figures on this occasion a very large number of pilgrims proceeding to the 
great fair at Ujjain were enumerated at Indore. Bhopal hits fallen iu numbers 
which can be accounted for by the absence of any industries. These, it b hoped, 
will now be started and the prosperity of the town rapidly increase. 

Ratlam shows an increase of 73 persons per mille, the number of foreigners 
amounts to 331 per mille due mainly to the large railway population here and 
train enumeration on the Census night. 

As these cities are of no importance except as local centres and are fully dealt 
with in the State reports it is not necessary to devote more time to them here. 

Ha towns number 51 in all, 28 of those included in the 77 towns of lilll 
having passed out with Gwalior State, Ajnigarfi, the capital of the State of that 
name, and Begamgunj in Bhopal have been added to the remaining 49* Indore 
alone falls in the over 50,000 class, most being in the 5,000-10,000 clas*. The 
urban population has risen by 34,000 in the decode or 00 per mille. Of these 
fifty-one towns 30 comply with the definition while 1 o have a population of under 
5 * 000 . 

Of these last it will be noted nine had a population ot over 5.000 in 1891, 
four in 1901 and two in 1911. Of the towns 23 arc State capitals and four are 
British Civil or Military headquarters. These towns are gradually decaying for 
various reasons, mat-administration, isolation from roads and railways and the 
like. For the Provincial Report of 1931 numbers 42, 43 and 40 on Imperial Table 
IV should be retained as being capitals of States, the other places appearing only 
in the State reports. Towns which have increased in population since 19U are 
13 in all. Of these in Mhow and Sell ore the increase was due to a temporary 
larger military population. The population of Indore Residency was 11,118 in 
1901. In 1911 it was recorded as 9,195, the fall being dun to the exodus on 
account of plague. It has now risen to 12,220, the increase over 1 Du 1 be urn due 
to increased commercial prosperity. 

The Musahuan population affects towns most, it would appear, us 430 per 
mille of that faith reside in them. This is w hat is to be expected in Central India 
with its small Musalman population belonging mainly to the civil official and 
military classes.

The Jains, who are all tradesmen necessarily affect towns, while the Christians 
are mainly European Civilians and iritis It Officers and men. 
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The agricultural nature of the population is shown by only 02 persons in every 
I ,€€0 living in towns, while mowt of the towns themselves lack really marked urban 
characteristics. 

1 he Natural Division figures give 130 in every 1,000 on the plateau or Western 
section and 51 per niiile in the Eastern section, as living in towns. The present 
classification gives rather higher figures for the Western section but u lower figure 
for the Eastern section than in 1911. The Baghelkhnnd Political Charge has 
the lowest figure for urban population claiming 7 of the 51 towns. The Southern 
States Agency (formerly Bhopawar) has, owing to the rise in the population of its 
three towns, a higher average of 51 per mille. But in 1911 plague did not prevail 
in BagMkkaml as it did in the Western section, but the 1911 figures were unfor¬ 
tunately so vitiated at the time of the Census as to make accurate comparison 
difficult. 

If we consider the highest recorded population in the towns we find that there 
has been since 1881 a fall of 25,000, The figures for 1911, however, are abnormally 
Jow, but between 181)1 and 1901 a fall took place, ft appears to be a fact that 
it is only industrial development, which causes a town population to increase 
materially, hence the increase in Indore city. 

The aggregate population (if wo go back to 1901 and omit 1911 as being 
unreliable) of these 51 towns has fallen by 68.000. Since 1911 a rise of 34.000 
has taken place. 

In 22 towns the population is the lowest since 1881 and several others almost 
qualify.

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CHAPTER ill. 


Migration. 

10. We deal here with the figures recorded in Tatds XI—Birth-place and 
the Subsidiary Tobies attached to this Chapter. Comparative figures for RlU 
are unfortunately not forthcoming owing to the excision of Gwalior State. 

The utility of the birth-place record lies in its shewing how much movement 
is taking place, and its direction, whence variation in population cun often he 
explained. The proportion of the sexes in the *' Natural Population " of an 
area (that is, those bom within it, wherever enumerated) van he ascertained. This 
is useful as the proportion in the population actually enumerated on the Census 
night may vury considerably from the proportion thus ascertained. 

Migration is of five kinds;— 

(*) Casual —Movement between adjacent tracts and villages is ordinarily 
of this kind. It is chieily due to the custom of seeking a wife in 
another village and females preponderate among the migrants. 
In the Agency this is much the commonest class. 

(tt) Temporary .—Caused by pilgrim ogee, fairs, hucIi as that of KJmjmhu 
in Cldiatarpur and temporary employment on works. In the former 
case females are apt to be in excess, but on works men preponderate, 

(m) Periodic.—Due to migration for harvest w ork at stated seasons. Men 
ordinarily preponderate in this ease. It is not a common form in 
Central India, 

(ip) Somi-perma nmt .—This form is not common in the Agency. It is caused 
by men living in one place, where they earn their livelihood, while 
their families live elsewhere, In former days this was a common 
form in Marat ha States, where the large following of Dakshnni officials 
kept up a close touch with their homes South of the Narbada. Now, 
however, these families have to a very great extent become localised! 

(*) PemttiienL—ThiB is caused by overcrowding or attraction to other 
districts. This is only met with in < eiitrai India as the result of the 
latter cause in places where better administration attracts cultivators 
from one State to another or bad iidministrutiou has driven the people 
away. v 

20. Total Migration, This is surprisingly small always. Thud out of 5.007,000 
persons enumerated in Central India. 6,440,000 or 01 per cent, were bom within 
the limits of the Agency and 4 per cent, in contiguous areas. These people, more¬ 
over. were almost certainly not real immigrants in most cases but casual 
visitors engaged in a marriage or some other social function. The proportion of 
immigrants in each Natural Division is shown in the following diagram '—

21. Mam lines of Migration. —The .State Reports deal with these figures, and 
being the real administrative areas it is those figures which are important. The 
subject, therefore, need not be dealt with in any detail as regards the Centra! 
India Agency. 

22. External Movement .—To take external movement first. Table XI shows 
that 545,000 of those enumerated came from outside Central India and of these 
530,000 or 07 per cent, came from contiguous States or British Provinces. 
Gwalior State, formerly in Central India, accounts for 175,000 immigrants or 32 
per cent, while the United Provinces account for 130.000 and the Kajputnna States 
for 86,000, Jaipur having the lion’s share (19,000), Marwar (16,000} and Mowar 
(13,000) being next. 

23. Internal Movement. — Internal movement between the two Natural Divi¬ 
sions (Subsidiary Table HI) shows that more persons move from the East to the 
West than from West to East. Thus of 2,908,000 enumerated in the Eastern sec¬ 
tion 95 per cent, were bom locally while 87 per cent, of the Western section were 
born and enumerated within Its limits. The inclusion of so much of Che Hilly area 
of Rewa State in the Eastern section obscures the fact that considerable move¬ 
ment takes place between the low-lying fertile tracts of this State and the 
United Provinces.

24, Balance of Movement,' —The balance of the movements to and fro shows 
(Subsidiary Table IV) that on the whole Central India receives more than she 
gives. She receives 544,087 and sends away 485.050. The greatest -excess of 
immigrants come from the States of Gajputanu (60.000), while the only consider¬ 
able balance against the Agency is in the case of the Central Provinces which 
gain 1OM,000, but this is an abnormal state of things due to famine in Hewn State 
which sent 121,000 out of the 104,000 emigrants to those provinces from 
Central India. 



Indore is the only State which receives any number of immigrants from 
non-contiguous tracts. Thus it receives 45,000 from the Rajputana States and 
22,000 from Bombay, due to its position as a big industrial centre. Certain figures 
arc curious. Thus Rewa sends 16,000 persons to Assam out of 17,000, "But 
this is explained by the existence of a regular Rewa colony in the tea gardens where, 
being perfectly contented, the emigrants keep up their connection with the State 
and maintain the supply. 

25. Summary ,—The figures dealt with refer necessarily only to conditions as 
they existed on the Census night. The total result of the movements to and fro 
is a gain of 59,000 for the Agency, practically the same figure as that shown 
liy the loss (65,000) in the larger area in 1911. If we take Gwalior as equal to |/ 
the decrease on that occasion for the present area would have been 43,000. 

The small numbers moving and limited area in which they move is as usual 
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We way add to this the distrust, which exists in the minds of the subiects 
of one btaf p as to what treatment will be meted out if they go to another, i no 
two administrations are alike. Except in Indore city no large commercial or

that it is unnecessary to migrate in order to live. 


2i5. A atural Popufot ibn .—Tbe Natural population, that is, the actual number 
of persons born in Central India and enumerated within its limits and bevoiid 
amounts to 5 933.983 of both sexes. The question of sex proporrion Sfi be 
referred torn Chapter VI. It is interesting to note in this connection that 7 
persons were enumerated in Kenya Colony 6 males and one female. 
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CHAPTER IV. 


KellgiMti. 

27. The figures dealt with will be found in Imperial Tables V, VI and XV 
and the Subsidiary Tables attached to this Chapter. 

There is little of real interest or significance in the figures dealt with in this 
Chapter. Hindus predominate to an overwhelming extent, the artificial condi¬ 
tions obtaining in Bhopal and Jaora towns being due to the religion of the Ruler. 

The absorption of the so called Animist population into the Hindu fold and 
the progress of Christianity are the only points requiring remark. 

The absorption of the Animbts by the Hindu community continues. In the 
Southern States Agency, where the Blub predominate, only '235,000 are returned as 
Animists as against 2-17,000 in 1911; Bhopal and Bundclkhand showing decreases 
of 8,000 and 18,000. In Rewa one-eighth of the jungle tribes have 1>eeu returned 
as Am m i sts on this occasion while in 1911 they were shown almost wholly as 
Hindus, only 10 l)eing returned as Amorists. The result is that Animists in Bagli- 
elk hand are tea times as numerous as in 1011. In Mai wit also a rise of about 27 per 
cent, has occurred. The reason is obvious, t he idiosyncrasy of the enumerator. The 
classification 11 Animis t” has never been satisfactory and it would be much better 
if it were to disappear altogether. It is never possible to say whore the Animist 
begins and the Hindu ends and there are ample instances of Animistic survivals 
even in Christian creeds and practices. Any close consideration of these figures 
would, therefore, he waste of time. The Hindu population with 888 per nrille 
of the total population shows no variation on the 1911 figures ; Animist s show a 
fall of 3 per cent, due to idiosyncrasies of enumeration. The Musalman popu¬ 
lation has fallen just under l per cent, duo to differences in the constitution of 
regiments in Cantonments, and Jains 6 per cent . As Jains are mainly town dwellers 
and the 1911 figures were necessarily too low owing to an exodus of the Alarwari 
community to their houses in Rajputana, the actual fall must bo greater than 
that shown by these figures. Christians show a rise of 18 per cent, with 118 
per cent, rise in Mahva where the figures in Ratlam, a Mission centre, are double 
what they were in 1911 owing to an increase in the establishment there. Smaller 
rises have occurred elsewhere, but not at all noticeable. 

The Natural Divisions show a rise of 6 per cent, among Hindus in the 
Western section but a fall of nearly 9 per cent', in the Eastern, due mainly to 
difference in the idiosyncrasies of the Rewa Census Staff in 1911 and 1921, 
Animista have correspondingly risen in the Eastern section by nearly 50 per cent. 
Musalmans have fallen by 9 per cent, in the Eastern section. Jains show a fall of 
14 per cent, in the Eastern section. 

Urban and Rural figures show, as one would expect, that Jains, Musalmans 
and Christians live mainly in towns, being respectively traders, soldiers, police¬ 
men or shop-keepers. The Christian community depends mainly on the garrisons 
of Cantonments for its numbers and to a less extent on missions. The Christians 
are mostly Europeans and Anglo-Indians. 

28. Hindu*.—Of the total population 87 per cent, are Hindus, the propor¬ 

tion remaining unchanged since 1911. 
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Ill the Natural .Divisions the Eastern section shows 95 and the Western see* 
lion 79 per cent. The proportion hi the political charges is practically as it was 
in 1911. The Map below allows the distribution of the Hindu population in the 
Agency. 
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29. Animuts.—As noted above it would he an advantage if this very in¬ 
different classification was to vanish from the Census reports. The return is too 
artificial to be useful. The Animist population is met with mainly along the 
hilly tracts of the Vindhyaa and Satpuras and their out-lien and predominates 
in the Southern States Agency (235,500). The following map shows the distribu¬ 
tion of the Animists. 
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. 30. Musalmatis .—The Musalinan populat ion as usual stands numerically third 

in the list and only varies by 7 persons in 1,000 from the figures of 1$IL The 
largest number live in the Indore and Bhopal political charges due to pr&doinin- 
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31. Jtt iiw.—The members of this religion fom less than I percent of the total. 
But owing to the wealth of the community and its position (inspitc of co-operative 
societies) sir the creditor community, the Jains wield very great influence. They 
are met with mainly in the Western section where the population rises to l ft per 
mille compared with 4 in the Eastern section. As they come chiefly from Marwar 
this is not surprising. The Malwn political charge- contain* the largest: proportion 
(24 per mille) though it has fallen since 11) II Ivy 4 per iniile and probably by more 
as the Bania population to which this class belongs is always the first to flee 
when an epidemic starts as plague did in 1011. 

32. VhnHi/ms, —This community i*t necessarily composed chiefly of the mili¬ 
tary and civil officers serving in Central India, the staff of the Missions, private 
individuals and the Anglo-Indian community, largely officials serving on the Tail- 
ways. The total munlier of Christians has risen by ISO per mille of the popula¬ 
tion, the actual figure being 0,000 in 1921 to 7,000 in Lffll. The largest rise is in 
Malwn 118 per cent. Rhopal and the Southern Btntes coming next with 29 
per cent. Practically all Christians live in towns, only 4 in every 10,000 of 
the rural population being relumed as Christians, There has been a rise of 4 per 
cent, in the Eastern section and of 20 jmr cent, in the Western. 

Turning to Table XV we get Christian Sects. The Anglican community pre¬ 
dominates with Europeans as its principal supporters. The Anglo-Indian com¬ 
munity is rnainlv Roman Catholic, while the Indians, owing to the Canadian* 
Presbyterian Mtsriim, arc chiefly Presbyterians (44 per cent.). Territorially the 
Presbyterians predominate in the Weston section where this Mission works. 
Dr. King of the Central Provinces Mission, to whom I submitted these figures, 
writes that the Census figures are below the truth although the exclusion of 
Gwalior areas, which are included in the Mission returns, makes exact com¬ 
parison impossible. 

Dr. King writes 

"My calculations arc ns follows. In September 1921 we had an enrolled mem¬ 
bership of Baptized Christians of 4,075. In the previous September there 
were 3.740. In March—the time of the Census, there wore, let us say, 3,90ft. 
To this should l*e added 200 unbnptiaed children of Christian parents making 
a total community of 4,100, such as the Census should recognise. Nominal 
Christiana and hanger > « n arc not included. The ridls from which these 
ret urns are taken tuny be considered fai rly accurate. As Church levies are made 
on Congregations in proportion to membership, there is Utile disposition to pad 
the rolls. Borne may hove I men out of their station •- at the time of the Census 
but few were likely to hove been out of the district. However, let ns reduce 
by 5 per tent, foT absentees. This leaves roughly 3,900. Krona this must be 
token those resident in Gwalior, 750 would be a liberal estimate. This finally 
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leaves ns with 3.150 Presbyterians in Central India West according to 
congregational records. 

The Census total is 2,38*2 for Central India West. The discrepancy is con¬ 
siderable. I dn not know how to account for it. f do know that in the Cen¬ 
sus of ten years ago a similar discrepancy appeared ami that investigation 
showed that many Biills had been written down “Anhui a Is" who should 
have been listed as ‘‘Christians, 11 

I have only one other comment to make. In table XV, Indore is credited 
with 248 Baptists of whom 21 are males and *227 are females. Of these 11 are 
Indian males and 1 (tl arc Indian females. 1 suspect there is something wrong 
here. None of us knows of the existence of such a community.” 

33. Missions.— There are four Missions now working in the Central India 
Agency, Canadian Presbyterian Mission, Roman Catholic Mission, Friends’ Foreign 
Mission Association and American Friends* Mission, 

34. Canadian Prcttkifferian Mission .—The Canadian Presbyterian Mission with 
stations at Indore, opened in 1877, where a College, theological seminary, two 
high schools, primary schools and a hospital arc maintained ; at Mhow opened in 
1877, with schools ; at Nbmith opened in 1885, a girls' school and hospital, for 
women, also hoys* school-. tit Rat lam opened in 1886, Schools for hoys and girls and 
■lien’s hospital ■ at Ujjain opened in 1887, men’s hospital and school; at Ami hut 
(Ali'Rajpur State) Opened in 18117, medical and school work; at Khnruit (Pauth 
i’iplodu) opened in IfllO, schools anil dispensary; at Dliar opened in 1865. women's 
hospital and schools ; at Rasa I pure (Mhow) opened in 11)02 and distinct from 
Mhow, bova’ vocational school; at Juora and Situmau opened in 1 $12 ; and at 
fiarwani opened in lulu. This is the largest Mission at work in Central India, its 
Foreign Staff consists of 89 Missionaries, male and female; and the Indian Stall 
numbers 274. Its work is carried on in the Western part of Central Indio Agency 
including, however, parts of Gwalior State and one station is in South Rojputoua. 
It is difficult, therefore, to moke comparisons with previous Census reports. Dur¬ 
ing the years 1911 to 1921 there has been no widespread famine to add to the 
activities of the Mission, as has happened frequently in the past; and tile very* 
striking growth of the Christian Community during these ten years must lie ac¬ 
counted for in other ways. No Famine Orphans were received during these years. 
The Presbyterian Church, which the Mission has Won largely instrumental in 
establishing in Central India, is an Indian Ecclesiastical Organization having 
its indigenous Administrative Bodies, and this Church has grown rapidly during 
the decade. There are now 14 organized congregations and of these 4 have their 
own Indian pastors whom they support, The total Church Membership in tile 
areas above mentioned is 4,075, This is of course somewhat in excess of the 
Census reports which do not cover the same area us that for which the Indian 
Presbyterian Church reports. 

The Mission works not only among the aboriginal tribes, tut among all 
classes of Indiana and the largest increases In the past decade have been among 
the villages of Mulwu. 

In Medical work more is done by the women of the Mission than by the men. 
But in all there are 7 Hospitals with numerous Dispensaries. All classes are min¬ 
istered to by these institutions. An important industrial work (now- closed) was 
carried on in Rusalpur i for boys and in several centres needlework, embroidery 
and luce-making were carried on for women. 

Educationally much work has been carried on. There is a College in Indore, 
teaching up to the B. A. and occasionally t he M, A. degree. Also two High .Schools 
one for boys, and one for girls, and in addition about 40 Primary and Secon¬ 
dary Schools are carried on throughout the Mission. Teacher-training iu a small 
way has been done. A 'rheological Seminary has been established in Indore. A 
large amount of literature is sold annually, and an Anglo-vernacuIur Paper is 
published. 

35. Roman Cathdio J/iWon.—The Roman Catholics haw stations at Mam- 
pur in Man pur Piirgami, Thandla, Jhabua and Bar ward. 

On the colony of Mariupur, near Khurda-Khtirdi, in the Manpur British* 
Pargnuft, no remark need he added to what was said in 1911. The community 
s developing along health)' lines uud, os all happy peoples, makes no history.

A party of 12 families, however, left, in 1914, for Sukct, Kotah State. Tlajputana, 
and Hoftled there on the, bank of the An River. Yet the Mariapur Colony in 1921 
was 227 strong. 

Them were, in 1921, 941 Christian Bhils in Thaudfa and 37 surrounding vil¬ 
lages. The increase is due to natural growth a 141 ] to conversions, There is also a 
small group of 52 Christian Balnis. ^Schools for l>oys and girls are kept up, the 
Bhil girls' school being staffed by Hindustani Sisters called ‘Trabhudasi.” 
Jhalma had, in 1921, 372 Christian Bkils in more than 20 villages mth a few 
Daogur converts, 

A school for girls, opened in 1018 hv the Mission Sisters of Ajmer, lias been 
added to the boys’ school already in existence. 

A dispensary and female hospital is conductod by one of the Sisters, trained 
at the Medical College, Indore, who passed theL.C.P. & S., Bombay. 

The above numbers, which have been supplied by the Mission," do not tally 

with the Census figures which are 
below them. This is due partly to a 
number of persons going out- for 
harvest work and partly to the pro¬ 
bability of wrong classification of 
Bhil Christians as Animiats. 
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A small Church lias lieen built recently at Barwani, for the Catholic commu¬ 
nity residing there which is visited from Indore. 

38. Frietuh* Foreign Mission Association. — 1 The Friends’ Foreign Mission As¬ 
sociation began to work atSehorein Central India in 1890, confining its activi¬ 
ties within the station limits, and to giving instructions at the State Leper 
Asylum, the latter on the in vital ion of the authorities. 

During the worst of the Famine of 1900 the Mission had supported some 
thousands of the subjects of Bhopal and adjoining States on relief works, in dig¬ 
ging wells, and w ith loans of seed and rattle to a large number of cultivators. 

These operations increased the influence of the Mission and opened the way 
to extensive evangelistic tours in Bhopal, as well as in Narsinghgurli, Riijgarh 
and Khildiipur States. These were at times interfered with owing to frequent 
visitations of Plague, when the villagers were sometimes auspicious of the motives 
of the Mission's agents. These fairs were, however, gradually dispelled, until, of 
late years, the people having come to understand the purpose of the visitors have 
welcomed them, shown much hospitality, and tagged them to return. 

During these tours an increasing number of religious books has been sold. 
This has been particularly noticeable at the larger bazars ami at the periodical 
mAm, where, as often as not the supply has been exceeded by the demand. 

Perhaps the chief point to emphasise is the remarkable and ever increasing 
demand for literature, whether in the towns or the district, during the last decade. 

At Sehore there is primary school for boys, and there are two more for girls. 
Zenana visiting has been carried on regularly both here and at Bhopal, and at 
both of these places Beading Rooms have been maintained. 

The Mission has not made converts on a large scale. Tt claims that the teach¬ 
ing it has been able to impart has, however, had an uplifting influence which is 
evident in indirect ways. 

During the past ten years the number of its Christian adherents has increased 
from 64 to 123, 


37 . American Jriend*’ ilfution.—The American Friends’ Mission (Quaker) 
established in Nowgong in 1898 , workrf among alt classes in some 800 villages and 
has a Christian community of 130. Schools are maintained for Christian children 
with industrial training, and needlework for women and girls. Four schools for 
Non-Christian children. Two medical dispensaries. 

38, Ot/tits. — It is not necessary to go into the figures for “ Others " in any 
detail. There are only 2.400 of them forming 3 per nolle of the population of 
whom 2,200 were in the Western section. Bhopal, as in 1911, has moat, 13 per

The difference between the Eastern and 
Western peoples in this respect can he 
seen from the inset. 

Marriage being very early among 
Hindus and even among many Musuhimiis 
who have lived for generations in Hindu States, cohabitation is not contempora¬ 
neous but takes place theoretic idly arid usually in practice also, after the girl's 
first menses. 

The jungle tribes us they come more into touch with civilization adopt the cus¬ 
tom of child marriage ns a sign of higher social status nt the same time tabooing 
widow remarriage, usually common among them. Bridegrooms have to be paid 
for and the price naturally rags with the girl’s age. Little has-been effected by 
the “ FI i taka mi finbha in inculcate moderation in expenditure and the thin.end 
of the wedge which had been inserted has been considerably withdrawn— the plea 
of the great cost of everything since the war. giving an excuse for extravagance. 

52. Statistics.— Tables VI I and X1 \ and t he Subsidiary Tables in the Chapter 
may be considered. The figures show that [10 mules in every 100 are married 
at 15—-20 and 70 per cent, at 20 and over. Among females 84 per cent, are married 
at 15 —20. Widows amount to 18 per cent., the number of child widows being 0‘2 
at 0—3 and 0‘8 Lit. 5—10, at 20—40 a rapid rise commences.

54. Locality id Religion .—There are more bachelors and spinsters in the West 
than in the East of the Agency; at 10—15, however, more men and women are 
married in the East, while there is the same number of widowed males in each 
division but more widowed women in the East than in the West.

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is higher than in the West (17 per 
cent),, but more women (56 per 
cent.) are married in the West 
than in the East (33 per cent.)

55. Polygamy .—The total number of married females is 1,004 to 1,000 males 
which points to polygamy. The Animist figure is highest. The proportion of 
married females to males in 1911. when Gwalior was included in Central India, 
was 091 to 1,000. As the figures for the guaranteed holdings transferred to 
Gwalior are not available separately, exact comparison cannot be made, But if 
we take out the Gwalior figures from the Central India figures of 1911 we get the 
proportion as 1,005 married females to 1,000 males which is approximately the 
same ns on the present occasion. 


50. ChM Marriage.— The 5—10 figures give for Hindus 5 per cent, males and 
14 per cent, females married. Animists allow l per cent, of males and 2 per cent 
females, the figures for West and East being respectively 0 9 and 4 per cent!

In widow remarriage, taking 40 and over. Brahmans show 64 per cent, widows, 
fiainas 00 per cent., Rajputs 38 per cent. 

Of individual castes, Shrigaudand Bhagor come first with 71 percent.. Jijhotiu 
00 per cent, and Sanadbya 61 per cent, following. Among Rajputs, Bundek with 
6S per cent, come first, Pomvar (64 per rent.) and Baghela 00 per cent, following. 

The lowest figures are those of Ton wars and BhadauriaS (3t» per cent.) which 
is not explicable as their widows never remarry, while Bhils (58 per cent.), 
Bonds (40 per cent.) and Kols (50 per cent.) show a higher percentage.

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CHAPTER VIII, 


Literacy. 

58. The subject of this Chapter is dealt with in Imperial Tallies VIII and IX 
and the Subsidiary Tables attached to it.. As in other cases, comparative flff mwi are 
not available owing to the excision of Gwalior which seriously vitiates the value 
of the return, though it should he recollected that it is actually the State figures 
which are important and not those for Central India as a whole. 

The importance of the inquiry instil uteri by this part of t he census questionnirc 
Iiefl in it^ revealing tit© imperartiv© need for overcoming fit© utmost uni verbal igno 
ranee which prevails in till the lower clashes of the population, and endowing tSem 
with the pow«r of thinking, understanding and thereby protecting themselves. 

Tlie test, applied on this occasion was the same us ui 1 90l and 1911, a person 
being considered literate if he could write n letter to a friend and rand the 
reply. The languages in which the person is literate are not tabulated. 

The literates number 189,44(1 {males 173,932, females 15.514) of all ages. 

Children under 5 are considered to be illiterate h.h a matter of course. Taking 
those of 5 and over we get 36 per thousand as literate, 04 males and 0 female* or 
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one man out ofevery 16 and one woman'out of every 167, Of these 81 males 
and 6 females in every 1,000 are literate at over 20 years of age. At under 10 
years. 13 moles and 3 females ate literate. But as we get to the later periods we 
find most literate men at 20 and over, which period includes those who have lately 
left school or ate pursuing higher studies. The female figures axe negligible, but 
also show the highest figure at this period.

The return is as usual influenced by the indistinct nomenclature in general 
rise, Siiftli as the employment of the term Hindi-to cover the Eastern and Western 
forma and even occasionally Rajasthani while political bias is apt to make the 
Musahnan recorder enter Urdu too frequently.

Bhil dialed» arc met With in the West 1,000 per 10.000, 
Comparative figures me unfortunately not available owing to the excision of Gwa¬ 
lior and its feudatories. We can, however, compare the tribe and language returns 
from the jungle tribes (Subsidiary Table ill). The Good tribe and language 
figures tally closely 247,000 by tribe to 240,000 by language, the figures are less 
close in the case of the Bhils 508,000 by tribe to 410,000 of Bhili, but if we take 
other forms of Blul dialects we get 484,000 by speech. 

till. Dialed#. - Dialects recorded locally but not mentioned in the Linguistic 
Survey of India have been classified in accordance with their affinity to recorded 
dialects.

The absence of do tailed figures For the Estates has made it impossible to 
give figures for previous Censuses and hence not much can be said in reference 
to these figures. 

The infirmities dealt wiili are the same as those of 1011 and 1001, tnz.. Insa¬ 
nity, Deaf-mutism, Blindness and Leprosy. 

At the uutsef it may be mentioned that the returns in these cases are never 
really reliable mid theorizing upon them to any extent would he waste of time. 

There is a natural tendency to minimise defects *d this kind in t he very young 
especially amongst girls whoso chances of marriage would be a fleeted, while many 
weak minded persons are certain to he classed as insane. 

Depf-mutism, a congenital defect, is probably seldom accurately recorded, 
it being often difficult to discover if the ultUcted person was born so or not, espe¬ 
cially if he is no longer living among his own people. 

Total blindness is, however, more likely to be accurately returned since those 
blind of one eye are distinguished by the term Kuna. 

Real leprosy Ls invariably confused with leuemderma, syphilitic disease, etc,, 
and is constantly concealed.

A special series of inquiries was made by the Indore State and is embodied 
by them in a special Volume. This will be referred to later. 

90. SubsiduiTij Tables , — As elsewhere in the Report, no comparative figures 
can, most unfortunately, be given, and hence the real interest of the inquiry is 
much diminished. However* us the States and not Ventral India as a whole are 
r€H || v concerned with industrial development, any stimulus given to industry 
being due to individual State effort only, the State Reports, whose comparative 
figures can be seen, should be referred to. 

The Subsidiary Tables number nine, as out of the ton No. VII with its com¬ 
parative figures could not be compiled. These table* must be carefully studied, 
il anything is to be made out of the mass of figures collected in Table XXI1. 

91 Questionnaire.— The queries on which the information was collected are 
to lie Mind in columns 9. 10, and 11 of the Schedule, giving respectively the 
primary occupation, secondary occupation (if any) and the number of those 
dependant on the persons dealt with, The actual instructions laid down were: —

pcwoBfi who receive rent and those who pay rent (if any further subdivision of agriciUtumu 
U contemplate I in any State, provision will have to he luatle fnr it in ibis rule). If a p»nun 
niakez the article anil also «slL* he should be entered a* " maker and seller of them. Women 
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.Hii.i children who work sn a ay occupation which livlps tu augment the family income must 
1x k entered in column 9 under that occupation and for them enter the word 1 not 1 in column 
II.

Vnfrimn 1 L — {Moan* of subsistence of dependants). For children and women and old or 
infirm person* who do not, work, cither per&utwlly or by mean* of eernnts, enter tin principal 
meupaiion of the person who support* them. For actual WGrkas, enter I he word 11 Node PT 
in this column. 

To avoid Ircijuent references to the Central Office these instructions were 
furihcr amplified and made more precise in the Code of Census Procedure for the 
Central India Agency 1921, as follows 

Th* entry of occupation in cotumnfl 9 to 11 of the Schedule b another matter requiring 
sprain! care. Only those men, women mid children will be shewn as workers who m t unity &tm 
wmtlking to migiucut the family income, A wauiun who merely looks niter her house and 
cooks* the food i.'n eii>l a worker hut a dependant. But a wcminii who collccta nnd nelb fire¬ 
wood, or ciowduug or w ork* for wages* i*< thereby adding u* the family income, and should be 
hown m a worker, So also a woman who regular]v assists her husband in his trade [c.g. T 
llw wife of a palter who fetches- the clay from which ho makes bis pots), but not. one who 
merely reader’ a little occasional help. A boy who sometimes looks after bis father's cattle 
is u dependent, but who is a regular cowherd wfrould be recorded as such in column tt. 
Bays ui, school ur college should be entered us dependants, Dependents in ji joint family , 
the inenibois of which follow different avocations* should Ire entered in column 11, under the 
occupation of the principal working member. 

Domestic servAdta must lie entered as huzuria, Bsurius cook, Blushti, etis. f in column 9 
it« actual workers and not in column 11 as dependants on their master f a occupation. Persons 
teiupomriii out of employ should lie shown as following Ih^ir previous occupation. Wherever 
large gang^ of coo I ion ana employed on earthwork of nmy kind, speri&l instruction should be 
given to the Census Staff to enter not only the earthwork but utao the nature of the under¬ 
taking (railway, road* canal, etc.,) in connection with which it is being done. 

Where a man lias two occupation^ the principal one is that on which he rdic* mm nig for 
hi> support and from which he ordinarily gets the major part t>l Id* income- A subsidiary 
occupation should be entered 11 followed at any time of the year. Only one aubsidiaty ocem 
IjiiLion (the most important one) should be entered In column lU. In cases where u penmn 
with private means follows some occupation that occupation should be entered in column 9 
and the source of hh private inline in column 10.

New Orders (10) Transport l>v Air and (43) Air Force have been introduced, 
while 10 and 41 have been amalgamated as “ Tmde of other sorts The New 
Order 5« is styled ,f Unproductive The groups have expanded from 1011 to ]yi 

by the expansion of existing groups so us to' give mow detail in certain eases, and 
by redrafting mid transferring categories, thus in order I, Farm servants and Field 
(alwurers ore now separated, in Order « Cotton sizers, Cotton weavers and weavers 
of wool, etc., are distinguished, in Orders Hi, and 37 workers in mechanical trans¬ 
port are separated from other transport workers and in Orders at). 21, and 22 skilled 
and unskilled operators tm separated, Improved classification has been made 
by taking journalism—Editors and Joumal inte out of the order 18 (Industries of 
luxury) and putting them in n New Order 50 (Letters, Art* and Sciences) while 
Acrobats, conjurers, etc., have freon given a separate group (170) under the Order. 
These and a few- other changes linve assisted in clearing up obscure entries. 

93. Principle* of Cltusifiealion, — These were laid down by the Census Com¬ 
missioner as below:— 

(1) When 11 person both makes and sells lie is classed as a maker. On the 
some principle, when a perron extracts some substance, such as saltpetre, sulphur' 
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ca&onate <il soda, cits,, from tl» ground and also refines it, lie q shown in Sub- 
Class 11—-Extraction of Minerals, and not in Sub-Class III - Industry. 

(2) Industrial and trading occupations are divided into two uuiin categories i — 

(«) those where ibe ijccupotion is classified according to material work¬ 
ed in 

(t) those where it is classified according to the use which it serves. 

As a general rule the first category is reserved for the manufacture or sale of 
articles the use of which is nut finally determined, but it also includes specified urti- 
ulcs for which there Li no appropriate head in the second category. For example 
while shoe-Mukera aw included in the second category (Order 13, Group 78), the 
makers of water bags, saddle ry^ leather portmanteaus and the like are included in 
the first category (Order 7. Group 40). 

In j- t few cases occupations have been classed according to the material worked 
in, even though cert a ill articles made of it are specified, bocuinse the Material used 
is more characteristic of t he occupation than, the article made. Thus makers of 
palm-leaf fans have been shown in Group 45 rather than Group 100, Makers ul 
bamboo screens, leaf plate*, etc., have also been shown in Group 4-7, 

(3) Persons employed in Railway Carriage factories have been shown in Group 
US instead of under Order 10, because these factories in India are always worked 
direct by the Railways, The manufacture mid repair of railway trucks aiulcar¬ 
riages is an integral part of the operations of I lie railway authorities. The principle 
unwhich the classification Ln made is analogous to that followed in the case of mak¬ 
ers and sellers or diggers and refiners. 

(4) On the other hand, railway police and railway doctors are classified in group 
150 and 171, respectively, because the primary duty of persons thus employed is. 
in the one case the prevention and detection of crime, and in the other the healing 
of disease. The fact that tlieir pay is derived from the railway Li merely an inci¬ 
dent, and does not effect the character of the occupation. 

y n general rule it nuiy be said that wherever :t man's personal occupation 
is one which involves special'training, »\y. T that of a doctor, engmeer, surveyor, etc., 
he is classed under the head reserved for that occupation. Exceptions have been 
made, however, in cases where the work in which he is employed involves further 
specialization. For this reason a marine engineer is placed in Group 107 ami a river 
surveyor in Group 108. Officer* of Government, whose occupation is covered by 
some other group (c.y.. doctors, clergymen, professors, postal, forest, settlement 
and railway officers and other establish me nta, etc.), will lie included in that group 
and not finder Group I til. Gove rnme nt peons and cImprimis other than those in 
the above-mentioned establishments, will be included under this group and not in 
Group 117. 

04. Errors in the Return .—It is impossible wholly tu eliminate vague terms like 
Ataaduri, Kheli, DukmtdarU and so on, however minute the orders may bo. Castes 
at rimes cause confusion, aa a traditional caste occupation is entered Instead of 
man's actual moans of livelihood. 

Principal and Subsidiary occupations were not always separated and the 
entries in column 10 are leas reliable than they should be. What constituted u 
“ dependant ’ seem, 1 ; to have baffled some enumerators or rather what to enter in 
column II, Many of these mistakes were corrected in the Abstraction Office. 
The distinction between a maker and seller, a breeder of cattle ami a seller, and 
the like gave trouble. But the in determinate nut lire of such professions in a 
country where division of labour has not as yet drawn a marked line between the 
two professions, is excusable. 

in Compilation, as there sms but one office, any errors occurring in classifica¬ 
tion would lie constant mid common throughout and the variation in classification 
caused by a State with a separate Tabulation office did not arise, as in 1911, when 
in one case all the sweepers " were returned us Sanitary Inspectors.” 

05. Analysis of the Return .—The diagram below giving the 11 Sub-Glasses 
shews how in Central India as elsewhere agriculture with about 70 per cent, is the 
principal occupation, except in cities whore industries become more important. 
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Next to agriculture comes Industry with I I per cent* Then trade with a big drop 
to fl per cent. hut rising in cities to 17 per cent, 
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Tlie date of the Census, I St f j March dir] not nffec-t the return materially owing 
to agricultural operation?, Iwing over and farmers c^erwste employed* It ia 
some consolntion to see that on this occasion the insufficientty described Occupa¬ 
tions ate less. 

80. Occupation by Nttiitrttl Division y,—Subsidiary Table ITT deals with Natural 
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lu trade the West, with Indore 
city, and more towns, shews u higher 
figure and those employed in Public 
Administration number many more, due 
to Cantonments, etc. 

S>7 Urban Occupation .—The Main Urban 
Occupations are given below. The chief 
occupation in town* is industry, 249 per 
t.WHj people being supported by it. 
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M. Wotters and Dependants —In Subsidiary Table I w ill be found the percent¬ 
age of depen da tits and the inset table 
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arranged by Snh-Cl asses will give 
some idea "of the return. But ub 
already noted the enumerator often 
found difficulties in making correct 
entries in column 11. Besides it b 
no easy matter to say when the 
work done by a woman or a child 
would take it out of the dependant 
class. Hence the result must be 
accepted with reservation. The 
t tilde shows that workers every¬ 
where predominate. As to depen¬ 
dants the Liberal Arts and Profes¬ 
sions have most. While Law 
(Vnt-47) bus the proud position 
of supporting the greatest number 
(71 per cent.) of dependants, excluding Inmates of Jails, Asylums and Hos¬ 
pitals (XJ1-C4) and U ii-clftssified Occupations (XT 1 - 511 ). Quarry- workers 

support least (19 per cent.) but they only number l t D46 in nil. 

99. Ft- tank Occupations .— Iu Subsidiary 
Table VI, we get a return of female 
workers. The inset table gives figures for 
Sub-Classes. They show that there are 
KdO female workers to every 1,000 males. 
The highest figure is shown by 11.-Ex trac¬ 
tion of Min crab (os we omit consideration 
of XI. -Insufficiently described occupations) 
while the lowest figures arc for VI.-Public 
Force (S) and VI I.-Public Administra¬ 
tion (75). Who the 8 militant ladies are 
it is not easy to say, but they are all shown 
under “ Village Watchman.” Probably, 
therefore, it is due to the practice in some 
places of continuing the village watchman- 
ship in the name of the widow of a watch¬ 
man until a male member comes of age. 
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Examining the groups Helpers in Agriculture (1-20,), Field labourers (f-5). 
Cotton sp innin g (HI-06), Basket makers (111-45), Bice pounders and Flour grinders 
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aud Hniin pa roller* (l 11-H5-U7), Sellers of milk and butter (V-1 33) and iJealer? 
in hay (V-139) have meet female workers. Tlic figure in the wise of f*toiir 
grinding " are very high. But this is not at all surprising in view of the fact that 
this occupation is followed mainly by families. Females in many u poor family 
who di> not go out to work on roads, building*-, etc,, often supplement, the income 
of the family by this occupation, Hencrully widow* of higher castes who have 
a o bread earner make their livelihood iu the same maimer. 

These figures in no way indicate sex competition, which save in industry, is 
unknown. The woman does her own din re, that is nil ; she walks beside the 
plough and throws the seeds down the tube, she curries on her head the earth due 
by her husband. Only in the mills do vie find men and women employed in similar 
work—and in no case is an equal wage given, nor is it expected. 

100. Occupation % Religion.— In Subsidiary Table 0 t he figures by religion ore 

given, with the distri¬ 
bution of 19,000 of each

Of those living 
on rent from land 91 
per cent, are Hindus 
while herdsmen, she¬ 
pherds, quarrymen, 
weavers, etc., dealers in 
hides, tanners, leather 
workers, potters, bar¬ 
bers, builders, jewellers, 
milk sellers and village 
watchmen are mainly 
drawn from this reli¬ 
gion. Mu.*uiminis com¬ 
prise 79 per cent, of 
those engaged in cotton 
ginning and pressing, 
57 per cent, of the 
hoteliers, 4S per cent, of 
the army and 45 per 
cent, of the State Police.

101, Occupation by Caste *—It is interesting to see how far the tmditioml occu¬ 
pation is still follower! by difl'etent raster 
Subsidiary Table VIII deals with this. 
The sub-joined table gives percentage 

figures for traditional occupations still 
followed by various castes, la each class 
agriculture is now the chief occupation 
except in the case of Ennius. The interest 
in thi* table lies in its shewing how far 
castes have deserted their original occupa¬ 
tion. The highest figure h 87 shown hy 
Ajnas, the lowest that of Brahmans fl. 
Evidently religion does not pay as a pro¬ 
fession. Lund in practically every .case 
is the new occupation adopted. 

102. A nalysis of Occupation by Sub-Classen 
and Groups .—Comparative figures being 
unfortunately not available all that can 
be done is to strut mine existing conditions. 

Class A, Sub-Class I, Order I, (See 
S. T. /,).—Order No. I is pasture and 
agriculture sub-divided into (n) Ordinary 
cultivation, (t) Growers of special products 
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and market gardening, (c) Forestry, {<?) Raising of Farm Stock, and (e) Raising 
of small animals. Naturally («) Ordinary cultivation claims the greatest number 
a,000,000 or 00 per cent, being supported by these occupations. Income from 
rent from agricultural land supports only (1 persona in every 1,000, field labour 
16 per cent, and ordinary cultivation 44 per cent. 

Passing on to industries which support 11 per cent, of the population we get 
no figures of any importance, showing how little industry has advanced in Cent m l 
India as a whole. When we come to trade it can shew 5 per cent. No other 
definite occupation has a percentage above 2, which is shewn by Public Adminis¬ 
tration. 

The table below gives u succinct view of the more important occupations. 
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luja unimaiy ciunvaxor is Hie man who does the field 

cropping work as distinct from growing garden crops such as tobacco, rhillies etc 
A glance may be taken at. the Natural Division figures. The percentile 
of agriculturists is higher in the East (69) than the West (62), ordinary cultivation 
giving in the East (45) and West (43) per cent. When we come to 'industry the 
West with Indore city and more towns takes the lead (11 per cent.), and in 
trade also with 6 per cent, to 5 in East and so with the remuimn" occupations 
except “ trade in other foodstuffs " in which the East leads slight! 
m Oe^upstumsmnbimd'u&h qjr^ure.-Table XVII,XVHf and Subsidiary 

Tables IV and V deal with Subsidiary occupations, the last two referring only 
to imtual workers. From Subsidiary Table IV we find that 11 per cent, of R . eta I 
workem are also agncultnrists, SO per cent, of those engaging in industries of 
dress and toilet, 8 per cent, of those who work in hotels, etc., and 7 per cent of thn J 
engaged in textile industries. Domestic service, on the other hand shows 2 pTr 
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cent only with agriculture an a subsidiary occupation. These figures tire certainly 
below the truth. Turning to Subsidiary Table V, we have information regarding 
combined occupations in certain classes. Thus of t be Landlord class 20 per cent, 
also follow' agriculture us a subsidiary occupation and 17 per cent, non-agricultural 
pursuits ; CUitivatora have few subsidiary occupations, only 5 per cent, following 
any secondary occupation, while amongst farm labourers only 2 per cent, do so. 
Of fruit and vegetable growers 24 per cent, have secondary pursuits. IS percent, 
following ordinary agriculture, while 1(1 per cent, are classed as rent payers. 

104. /Wfories. - We are now concerned with Imperial Table XXII, 

It may be remarked that this is the third census in which a distinction has 
been made between factories and home workers. 

In 1001 the results were poor, the ennmeratore not distinguishing the two 
classes properly. In 1011 and 1021, therefore, a special schedule was issued for 
factories. The information recorded included the class of factory (or mine), the 
name, caste or race of owner and manager, the distribution of workers by sox, the 
uumlwrs of skilled and unskilled employed and the general condition of the factory. 

On this occasion two schedules were employed. Schedule A was practically 
the same as the schedule of 1911 while Schedule Ji was new and culled for infor¬ 
mation as to skilled and unskilled workers distinct from the clerical and super¬ 
vising staff. Besides name and age this schedule also demanded sex, race 
or caste, district of birth, whether skilled or unskilled and actual occupation of 
the skilled person. 

In 191 i an attempt was made to indicate the state of the mill when at work 
us “ normal.” “ brisk, M brisker/' 11 slack," etc., but this impossible classification 
was wisely dropped in 1921. All that was required on this occasion was inform¬ 
ation os to whether a factory w*orkcd all t he year or only at certain seasons. 

These returns were collected quite separately from the Ordinary Census. 

195. Nature and Locat&of Factories.— The total number of establishments em¬ 
ploying 10 or more hands number 191 of which 75 lie in the Indore State. 

Of these 191 factories 110 are those of textile industries, 104 being connected 
with cotton, of which 101 arc ginning and pressing factories and three weaving 
and spinning mills, of these 58 of the former and all the latter lie in Indore State. 

No other industries have more than a few establishments except, mines. These 
lie in Bow a and Banna and comprise one colliery and some diamond mines, 

10U- Factories by size and newton .—The total number of employes in the factories 

amounts to 23,820. The inset Table gives 
a brief summary of the factories. All 
do not work throughout the year— Of the 
total number only 88 are perennial and 
the rest seasonal. 

107, Employe *.— Of the 23,820 em¬ 
ployes US. 558 are males and 7,262 are 
females— Of these 7,930 are skilled and the 
rest unskilled, the skilled employes com¬ 
prising 1,598 women. Only 3 women are 
employed in the directing, supervising and 
clerical staff which consists of 1,174 persons. 
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By fur the largest numbers are engaged in the textile industries which absorb 
52 per cent, of the total employ^. Women form 20 per tent, of skilled workers 
and 30 per cent, of the total. ’ Aniortg the skilled workers who number 14,096. 
31 per cent, are women and 18 per cent, children. 

Taking the separate industries we 
find the highest proportion of women are 
employed in the Mines 73 to KK> adult 
mules. Cotton (tinning with 69 coining 
next, followed by Chemical industries 08 
and Quarries 66. Children are met with 
mainly in Chemical industries 79—100 
adults, due no doubt to this heading in¬ 
cluding the collection of jungle produce. 
It will be interesting to note the scale of 
industrial wages, as shown by the Special 
Report compiled for the Indore State.

A tendency to 
push industries is observable and desirable as it is that such should come, it 
would seem a wise step to develop*? the production of raw materials first, 
increase the area sown with cotton, improve the condition of forests and the Like— 
Industry with its temptation of high wages is apt to draw away the population 
from its more legitimate spheres, and the states have no surplus population, 
much the reverse, ] tence it won hi seem wise to pause and consider before an 
industry is pushed ; “ hot- house " industries will only fail.
